Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant's attorney argue that proposed amendment to claims 1 , 
21 , & 27 now recites limitations of "a liquid-tight" enclosure, which distinguish over cited reference Koo (716'). Prior art 
reference Koo teaches "a sealed vapor proof housing". The term "liquid" is defined as having the properties of a liquid: 
being neither solid nor gaseous. Therefore, the temi "a liquid-tight" distinguishes over "a sealed vapor proof housing". 
Also, participants of the interview discussed that applicant would further amend the claim language to add temri such as 
"themial conductivity" concerning the medium that contacts the external wall of the enclosure, where the medium is a 
much cooler environment (e.g., water, solid) compared to the external wall to further distinguish and to define 
applicant's invention. Applicant's arguments discussed will be reconsidered along with any additional statements in 
applicant's response to the Office Action and subject to an update search. 
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
